“threw  in  anything”  while  mak- 
ing it  up.  All  these  types  of  drills 
are  original,  and  are  made  up 
by  the  drill  team  members. 

The  drill  team  has  the  oppor- 
tunity to  tour  many  of  the  West’s 
military  bases.  They  have  visited 
Nellis  Air  Force  Base  in  Las 
Vegas,  Hill  Air  Force  Base,  near 
Ogden,  and  both  air  academies  at 
Colorado  Springs  and  Denver. 

“VISITING  the  air  bases  gives 
me  the  opportunity  to  see  the 
ideological  theories  we  learn  in 
class  in  actual  operation,”  con- 
cluded Tanner. 


Ever  try  “throwing”  a nine 
pound  rifle  around  and  win  a 
prize  doing  it?  Well,  that’s  exact- 
ly what  one  of  the  Brigham 
Young  University  ROTC  drill 
teams  does  regularly. 

“THE  SECRET  is  to  do  the 
throwing  around  with  precision,” 
said  Capt.  T.  R.  W.  Alvord,  com- 
mandant of  cadets  of  the  BYU 
ROTC  reserve  unit. 

This  drill  team,  which  does  reg- 
ulation and  exhibition  marches 
with  an  M-l  rifle,  recently  won  a 
first  place  trophy  at  a state  meet 
held  in  Logan.  The  ROTC  drill 
team  without  arms  took  second  in 
their  division  at  the  same  meet. 

BOTH  TEAMS,  when  partici- 
pating in  meets,  perform  two 
types  of  drills,  according  to  Capt. 
Alvord.  The  first  type  is  a regu- 
lation military  type  drill. 

“The  regulation  drill  is  done 
precisely  as  put  forth  in  the  mili- 
tary drill  book  Issued  to  armed 
forces,”  said  Capt.  Alvord.  “Ev- 
eryone does  the  same  thing,  at 
the  same  time,  in  the  same  direc- 
tion.” 

THE  SECOND  type  of  drill  is 
called  a “monkey”  or  trick  drill. 
Anything  is  used  in  this  type  of 
drill,  as  long  as  it  is  done  smart- 
ly and  with  precision.  BYU  stu- 
dents saw  a sample  of  this  type 
at  the  recent  Blue-White  football 
game  halftime  on  Y Day.
